At the dinner, of 
which s(; iiiueli lias Ikhmi said, Fas.sett 
sjKike advising that the policy of th'3 
delegation be referred to Miller, Piatt, 
Dep(>w and myself. We were to df>- 
t»'rniiiie the course the 'lelegation should 
pursue 111 the battoting next day. It 
was at uiy suggestion that we agreed to 
stand by Harrison until it seemed im- 
possible to nominate him, and after 
we wero to swing to Sherman. Mr. 
Piatt oppose<l the Sherman swing be- 
cnuK»> he thought he could not be elect- 
ed, bnt he yielded in the interest of 
harmony. O'Brien and Lawson of 
New York and Laughlin of Buffalo 
were the only ones who declined to take 
this course, bnt their oppoaitdon was in- 
etl'ective on account of the imit vote by 
which we were bound." 

"Sherman's memory is decidcflly at 
fault in several of his statements," Mr. 
Mauley of Maine said. "Harrison cai - 
ried Indiana by a little over 2,000 in '88. 
It was always a doubtful state. No Re- 
publican oould have carried it in 1898." 

State Senators Joseph Hnllin and 
Ftank W. Higgins were both delegates 
to the conveiMdon of '88. They state 
that there Was 'no Sherman sentiment 
in the delegatiim outside of Senator 
Miller.

BUTCHERED BY SPANIARDS. 

Woiiivn and Clillilreu ButlilenHly Killed Ity 
Mvlino's ■oldien. 

Taxpa, Fh»., Nov. 89.— Colonel Fer- 
nando Figuer Edo, the Oubnn leader of 
this ritj-, is in receipt of a letter from 
Havana, j'iviiig details of atrocities 
which were oomniitt(»d by Spaniards in 
Mutouaa's province. Cohnud Melino, 
who commands a Spa^iish regiment, re- 
cently euoonntered the advance guard 
of Gomez's army in Matanxas and was 
defeated. W'hili> soldiei-s uii<ler Melino 
weie in retreat met a group of women 
and ( liildren. As the soldiers pas.sed 
one of the women made a suevriug re- 
mark about the Spaniards. 

The remark was overhevrd by the sol 
djers, and so ontaged them that tbqr 
fell upon the women and children and 
bntohered every one of them. There 
were 10 women and about a doaen chil- 
dren in the group. The letter says that 
the Spaniards Kraer shooting down their 
victims, stabbed them wiui bayonets, 
inflicting the most honible wounds. 
One baby was killed at itsmotiier's 
breast, and the bullet that passed 
through the iufuut also passed through 
the mother. 

Colonel Melino made no re])ort of tho 
butchery, but it liappeued that two of 
the women murdered were wives of 
Spanimds engago<l in the sawmill busi- 
ness ill Mataii7.as. When the husbands 
leariwd how their loved ones bod been

Be Is Ifow a Martyr and Will Knnn Tuka 
thn Lrf-ctiii'f riHtforiii. 

Chicaoo, Nov. 22.— Eugene V. Debs 
became a free man again at IS o'clock 
midnight. His term of six numths' im- 
prisonment in tlie Woodstock jail came 
to an end while he snored blissfully in 
his C<»11. In no (ic(,'r<>e changed in his 
eoiivietions, in uo wise r^-jientant of his 
attitude in times past, and with the 
same opinion tliat the federal comfs 
have yet to learn how to administer 

estice, Mr. IMba finishes his sentence 
abent the same conditioB. both men- 
tally and physically, as when Sheriff 
Eckert took hun in charge 188 days ago. 
He is the same earnest and magnetic 
champion of organized labor as in davs 
gone by, his genial disposition not ha v- 
ing suffered in the least by his enforced 
confinement. 

Ho explained all this last night while 
sitting in the sheriff's office at W( Kid- 
stock oy saying:

A Former Besldsnt of Haysvllle Dies 
•t OlMf ow-An UnolKliftlf ^ 
B.Pro«tMr. 

Larkin J. Procter, who was at one time 

a resident )f Maysville, died November 
HUli at Ills home, rrocter's Cave, in Ed- 
monson County. He was seventy-four 
years of age and a brother of the late 
.Maj. George M. Procter, who was the 
father of the Hon. John R. Procter, 
President of the Unit^ States Civil 
Service Commission, and came of a 
family noted for longevity. 

Colonel Larkin J. Procter was born in 
Kracken OoQBtjr, and btRao life as It 
store boy in the mercantile house of his 
brother George, at Maysville, when only 
fourteen years old. Ha prooniod law 
tKmks, and when not engaged at work 
studied law and was admitted to the bar 
at the age of nin«t«MI years. In 1840, 
when but nineteen years of age, being a 
Whig in politics, be stumped the Eastern 
part of the State for Harrison for Presi- 
dent. He moved to Lewis County, and 
in 1845 was elected to represent that 
county in the Lej»islature. 

In 1848, when in his twenty-seventh 
year, he was elected as a delegate from 
l-ewis County to the Constitutional con- 
vention. He was the youngest member 
of that convention, but won a reputation 
in debate with such men as .Tames tluth- 
rie, Archibald Dixon, Ben Hardin and 
others. He was the last surviving mem- 
ber of that body. In 1853 Colonel Proc- 
ter moved to Philadelphia, but remained 
there but three years. Upon his return 
to Kentucky in 1856 he leased the Mam- 
moth Cave and kept it until 1861. That 
year he was elected to the Legislature to 
represent Edmonson County. Although 
an o])ponent of secession, his sympathies 
were with the people of the South. At 
the close of the war he again leased the 
Mammoth Gave and kept it and ran the 
hotel tlicre until 187) , oinre v.'hich time 
he was engat^ed in practicing law. He 
was the owner of the well-known Qrand 
.\ venue Cave and made bis home there 
until he sold it a few years ago. Since 
then he has lived at his hotel, which he 
erci ted at Procter's Cave. 

Colonel Procter was married twice, 
tirst to Miss Mary E. Roberts, of Clarks- 
burg, Lewis County, Ky., who died ten 
years ago, and the second time to Miss 
Jennie Fenioy, of New Cumberland, W. 
V'a. Of six children by his first wife, 
only one, Dr. D. L. Procter, of Mt Ster- 
ling, is living. H« bad no children by 
his second wife.

*^ie meeting was for the purpose of 
considering tbe license ordinance intro- 
duced at the previoaa meeting. 

The ordinance was read (for the Becond 
time. It makes about fifteen pages of 
legal cap, type written, flzee the license 
0 1 various lines of business, and.speoifles 
penalties for failure to comply witii its 
provisions, or for violations thereof. 

Among its provisioni are the following: 
All Ucenies expire December Slat of year 
issue. If issued after January Ist, pay- 
ment sliall be made only for the time U- 
oenie miu. 17o license shall give the li- 
censee authority to carry on business on 
Sunday. All licenses are to be isaaed by 
the Mayor. The amonnt of the lioenae 
tax must first be paid to the Treasurer. 
Auctioneers' license, liquor license, bil- 
liard and pool license, teil>ptn alley li- 
cense are to be iieaed only on anthority 
of City Council. 

The only section to which there was 
•ny opposition was that fixing liquor li- 
censes. The ordinance as read provided 
for tiie following on this subject: Whole- 
sale liquor license, $60 a year; aftency 
for wholesaling liqnora, |60; barroom li- 
cense, $.')00 ; druggists' license, 160. Mei^ 
chants' retail license, $200. 

Mr. Flcklin moved that the barrooni 
license he fixixl at $300 initead of $500. 
The motion was seconded by Mr. Blat- 
terman. Mr. Lane opposed the reduction 
and thought a license of $500 would ho 
to the best interests of the city, from a 
financial as well as a moral standpoint. 
Mr. Ficklin advocated the reduction, 
and thought it was but justice to the 
liquor dealers. He stated that last year 
the revenue from liquor lioenoea vaa 
over $8,000, about one-fifth of the city's 
entire revenue. Mi. I.aiie thought the 
city could get more revenue if the liceoEe 
were placed at $600, and that the city 
would get rid of pome of the low "dog- 
geries," Tlie vote resulted : 

YLBN-lilattennan, CrowsU, Wtnk, Htwell, 
Pearce, Dressel, Fickliu. 

Noei- Ball, Bterbower, Keith, Lane. 

And the barroom lioenae was fixed at 
$300. 

The merchants liiiuor license tfaa then 
reduced from $2U0 to $150. 

No lioena^ shall be granted for the 
■ale of liqnor within 900 foet of a chnrch 
or Khool. 

The license to sell brass knucka, slang- 
shots, dirk and bowie knives was on mo- 
tion of Mr. Blatterman raised from $5 to 
too a year. 

A motion to raise the license to sell 
cigarettes from $20 to $60 was loat 

After considering tlie ordinance section 
by section, it was finally passed as a 
whole by a nnanimooa vote, with the 
cx'jeption that Mr. Lane yoted against 
any liquor license at all. 

A permit was granted John Zweigart 
to rebuild his frame stable lately burned. 

An ordinance fixing the time of elect- 
ing the officers to be chosen by City 
Council and the time when they shall 
enter upon their duties was presented 
and read. The officers are to be elected 
at tbe regular meeting in December each 
year and their term begins on first Mon- 
day in January. The rules were sus- 
pended and the ordinance was adopted. 

An ordinance was also passed fixing 
the time of electing a City Attorney and 
also fixing his salary. He shall be 
eleeted by Oonncil at the regular Decem- 
ber meeting in 1 SI),'), and every two years 
theieafter. Ilia term begins the tirst 
Monday in January. Tbe salary was 
fix( (I at $100 a year with 20 per cent, of 
the fines and forfeitures assessed in Police 
Court where he appean and prosecutes. 
But he is to receive no per cent, where 
the fines are worked out. The rules 
were suspended and ordinance passed. 

Ordinances were presented and read 
providing for the election and term of of- 
fice of a Public Weigluir, Wharfniaster 
and regulating control and management 
of the alms house and pest house. Also 
an ordinance regulating the giving of 
alms. These ordinances were given their 
first reading and went over till next 
meeting. 

Oouncil then adjourned till next Mon- 
day night when these last ordinances and 
the penal ordinance are to be considered 
and passed ui»on. The latter ordinance 
I* longer than the license ordinance. 
There are forty sections in the license or- 
dinance ^nd about 100 in th» imal ordi- 
nance.
